Placement  is  also 
high  in  the  physical  sciences,  such  as  math, 
chemistry  and  accounting. . 

In  education,  jobs  are  available  in  special 
education,  math  and  science,  and  in  skills 
areas  like  metal-  and  wood- working,  Hansen 

however,  “almost  anything  is  good  if  you’re 
the  best  at  it,”  he  said.  “The  better  students 
are  going  to  find  someone  who  wants  them.” 

With  the  cloud  hanging  over  the  job  mar¬ 
ket  and  fewer  employers  seeking  employees, 


students  must  work  harder  to  find  a  job  after 
graduation,  Hansen  said.  Students  must  see 
more  people  and  look  more  places  for  em¬ 
ployment. 

Many  companies  that  once  came  to  campus 
.  oking  for  employees  are  curtailing  their 
efforts  on  campuses  strictly  because  of  their 
financial  situation,  he  said.  Graduates  must 
>t  wait  for  employers  to  seek  them  out,  but

Students  who  have  not  declared  a  major 
can  find  help  choosing  a  career  from  the 
career-education  courses  on  campus  and 
from  friends,  relatives  and  people  in  the 
community,  Hansen  said.  By  talking  to  peo¬ 


ple,  students  can  learn  more  about  a  variety 
of  occupations  before  deciding  on  a  major. 

When  choosing  a  major,  a  student  should 
decide  whether  the  career  excites  him  and 
fits  with  his  temperament,  as  well  as 
whether  there  are  job  openings,  he  said. 

Graduates  in  any  major  have  a  better 
chance  of  finding,  a  job  if  they  do  well 
academically  in  college,  have  part-time  or 
summer  experience  in  an  area  related  to 
their  major,  participate  in  extra-curricular 
activities  and  have  a  broad-based  education, 

Hansen  said. 

He  said  a  student  who  participates  in  acti¬ 
vities  that  complement  his  studies  is  more 
than  “just  a  regular  applicant.”  In  addition, 

“part-time  and  summer  experience  looks  come  after  everything, 
great”  on  an  application.

Richards  said  the  student  body  has  been  allotted 
15,000  seats.  These  tickets  will  be  available  Sept.  * 
9-10  at  the  Marriott  Center  Ticket  Office. 

“If  the  students  don’t  buy  all  15,000  seats,  what 
are  left  will  be  turned  over  to  the  general  public,” 
he  said.  If  more  than  15,000  seats  are  needed  for 
students,  more  seating  will  be  made  available.

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Parking  area  changes 
increase  student  stalls 

Changes  in  campus  parking  areas  will  increase 
the  parking  opportunities  for  students  this  year, 
according  to  University  Traffic  Committee  Chair¬ 
man  Gail  Halvorsen  and  Lt.  Mike  Harroun,  mana¬ 
ger  of  University  Police  Traffic  Services. 

In  a  joint  announcement,  Halvorsen  and  Har¬ 
roun  said  six  “Y”  lots  have  been  changed  to  “unhes- 
tricted”  lots  for  students.  “This  change  was  made  to 
benefit  the  students  by  expanding  the  available 
free  parking,”  they  said. 

Students  can  park  ih  the  unrestricted  lots  With¬ 
out  a  parking  permit,  Harroun  said.  The  lot  signs 
Will  use  the  letter  “U”  to  identify  the  unrestricted 
lots. 

Harroun  said  the  unrestricted  lots  that  will  have 
the  most  positive  impact  upon  the  students  are  the 
lot  north  of  the  Marriott  Center,  the  lot  west  of  the 
Hannon  Conference  Center  and  the  large  lot  west 
of  the  football  practice  field.  These  lots  will  provide 
2,244  stalls  for  free  parking. 

Halvorsen  said  unused  faculty  parking  stalls  in 
the  “A”  lot  west  of  the  Richards  Physical  Education 
building  have  prompted  traffic  officials  to  change  a 
section  of  this  lot  to  “Y”  parking  for  students.  This 
will  provide  46  more  parking  stalls  for  students. 

Halvorsen  also  announced  the  consolidation  of 
the  carpool  and  graduate  lots  into  one  lot.  “The 
consolidation  will  maximize  the  usefulness  and 
effectiveness  of  the  lot,”  he  said. 

The  section  of  stalls  formerly  set  aside  for  oar- 
poolers  is  now  open  to  Students  with  carpool  or 
■  graduate  permits..  Carpoolers  will  alsi)  be  able  to 
park  alongside  the  graduates  in  the  rest  of  the  lot, 
he  said.

He  was  all-WAC  and  made  the  third  team 
All-American.  Pullins  said  he  knew  Nielsen  could 
pitch  well,  but  the  returned  missionary  came  back 
with  the  second  greatest  season  record  in  BYU 
baseball  history  and  received  “ace  of  the  staff’  hon¬ 
ors  for  his  work.

Church  leaders  list  membership  rules 

The  First  Presidency  and  The  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  have  established  fourteen  campus  stakes.  These  stakes  have  been  divided 
into  an  appropriate  number  of  wards,  affording  opportunities  for  work  and  service  in  the 
Church. 

The  First  Presidency  and  the  Quorum  of  Twelve  have  also  established  the  following 
procedures  concerning  ward  membership: 

1 .  Each  single  student  living  away  from  home  must  attend  the  BYU  singles  ward 
in  which  he  or  she  resides.  Single  students  who  reside  with  “close”  relatives  may 
attend  the  ward  which  the  relatives  attend  or  may  attend  the  BYU  singles  ward  in 
which  the  sudent  resides.  Notification  of  the  choice  should  be  given  to  the  BYU  bishop 
and  the  bishop  involved. 

2.  Single  students  living  with  their  parents  must  attend  the  off-campus  ward  in 
which  the  family  resides. 

3.  A  married  couple,  providing  the  husband  or  wife  is  a  BYU  student,  may  elect 
to  attend  the  off-campus  ward  or  the  BYU  married  ward  in  which  residence  has  been 
established.  The  Campus  ward  bishop  should  be  notified  of  any  decision. 

4.  All  married  students  living  in  BYU  married  housing  must  attend  the  BYU 
wards  in  which  they  reside. 

5.  Asian  and  Lamanite  students  may  attend  the  Asian  Ward  and  Lamanite 
Branch,  respectively,  or  the  BYU  ward  in  which  they  reside.  Non-Asian  or  non- 
Lamanite  students  may  not  attend  these  wards. 

6.  Any  departure  from  the  above  procedure  must  be  with  the  express  written 
permission  of  the  (1)  BYU  ward  bishop  and  (2)  BYU  stake  president,  as  well  as  the  (3) 
ward  bishop  and  (4)  stake  president  involved. 

All  those  attending  BYU  wards  are  expected  to  observe  BYU  standards  of  dress, 
grooming,  and  conduct  whether  or  not  they  are  registered  students  in  the  University.

Then,  without  warning,  the  music  changed,  band 
members  tossed  their  instruments  aside  to  dance 
with  the  Cougarettes,  while  other  band  members 
blared  out  a  rousing  tune  of  “Boogie  Woogie  Bugle 
Boy.” 

Bachelder  said  the  show  will  be  performed  at  one 
of  the  BYU  home  games  so  more  Cougar  fans  will . 
be  able  to  see  it.  He  said  each  time  the  band  mem¬ 
bers  perform  they  consider  it  their  biggest  event. 
“Each  game  is  as  important  as  the  next.  We  don’t 
try  to  underplay  any  performance. 

“Our  goal  is  to  put  on  an  impressive  show,  one  ’ 
that  is  integral,  intense  and  exciting.  We  want  our 
shows  to  be  first-rate  entertainment  that  will  re¬ 
flect  all  the  work  and  energy  that  have  gone  into 
them,”  Bachelder  said.
